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“Left Turn” Ordinance Introduced; 
Planners Request Postponement 


A request to postpone action on ordinances providing for a left 
turn from Centerway to the Hast Parking Lot was made by Lewis 
Bernstein, chairman of the Advisory Planning Board, at last Mon- 
day’s city council meeting. Bernstein said that any changes in 
traffic flow should await the completion of the connecting roadway 
between the East-West parking lots. 


The ordinances were introduced 
for first reading and unless post- 
poned will be up for second and 
final passage at the next meeting 
of council on April 1. The ordi- 
nances include a provision for stop 
signs at the intersection of Center- 
way and the road to the East park- 
ing lot. 

Bernstein explained that the 
completion of the connecting road- 
way may result in a greater flow 
of traffic exiting from the East 
parking lot, thus increasing the 
traffic hazard of a left turn. He 
noted that even under current con- 
ditions, a left turn has been de- 
clared hazardous by AAA traffic ex- 
perts. 

Mayor Francis White said that 
it was the intent of council to try 
the left turn on an experimental 
basis so that some experience could 
be accumulated before making it 
permanent. Harvey Geller, mem- 
ber of the Advisory Planning Board, 
wished to know what methods 
would be used to evaluate the merit 
of the left turn. He wondered 
whether increased business, num- 
ber of accidents, or similar criteria 
would be used as guidelines. 

Personnel Board 

Al Herling and Bernard Bor- 
denet were nominated for the vac- 
ant spot on the 5-man Personnel 
Board resulting from the resigna- 
tion of William Rowland. Mayor 
White asked that the qualifica- 
tions of the two candidates be sub- 
mitted in writing to the council 
before the next meeting. White 
also reported on a letter received 
from William Hoff, chairman of 
the Personnel Board, asking for a 
meeting with council to discuss the 
role and functions of the oBard. 

Fireworks 

William Hopkins, president of 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment and Rescue Squad, has_in- 
formed the city that it will not be 
able to share half the cost of the 
4th of July Fireworks as it has 
done in previous years However, 
he said his organization would be 
willing to participate along with 
other civic organizations in the 
financing of the fireworks 

Council suggested that city mana- 
ger approach other civic groups to 
see if they would care to participate 
Usually the total bill for fireworks 
runs about $1,000, of which the 
city pays half 

Chief Robert Mogel asked that 
council give consideration in next 
year’s budget to resurfacing rear 
of Fire Department Building and 
of eliminating drainage problem. 

Municipal Building 

Bids for the construction of the 
new municipal building will be 
opened at 8 p.m. on March 28. 
The council authorized payment 
of $1,750 to the architectural firm

Bierwagen, a former 
GCS president, is a vice president 
of the bus and street car workers’ 
international union and has been 
assigned to duties that will take 
him out of town quite a bit. 


Hight of the 13-member delega- 
tion are to be elected on April 25-

nominate a candidate for the GCS 
Congress. Official nomination 
blanks are available in the GCS 
store—at the information desk 
(or ask the store manager).

Petitions were signed by 650 GHI 
members two weeks ago protesting 
the efforts of certain GHI direc- 
tors to charge the News Review 
an amount in excess of out-of- 
pocket expenses for the basement 
space and calling for a special 
membership meeting on the mat- 
ter. 


The question of “legality” was 
raised when GHI Secretary Ed 
Burgoon announced that he was 
calling a special membership meet- 
ing for Wednesday, April 3. He 
stated that according to the by- 
laws he was obliged to call such 
a meeting within seven days af- 
ter receipt of a petition signed by 
fifty names. 5 


Directors Bernard Bordenet and 
Bill Helm challenged the authority 
of Burgoon to call such a meet- 
ing on the grounds that, the GHI 
membership has no: jurisdiction 
over a Greenbelt Development 
Corporation (GDC) matter. GDC 
is the GHI-owned subsidiary which 
operates the apartments where the 
News Review has its office. 


The by-laws contain no restrie- 
tion on the subject matter for a 
special membership meeting, but 
Bordenet argued that by implica- 
tion the subject must be one con- 
cerning a GHI matter. He fur- 
ther implied that Burgoon would 
be acting illegally if he called a 


meeting. 


Bordenet stated his belief that 
any decision of the GHI member- 
ship would not be binding on the 
GDC board, and that the GHI 
board could not issue directives 
to the GDC board. Director Joe 
Comproni argued that GDC was 


set up as an independent ‘corpora-- 


tion and that its independent status 
might be jeopardized if the GHI 
membership could pass binding de- 
cisions on GDC. 


Burgoon then moved that the 
special membership meeting be 
held in conjunction with the an- 
nual membership meeting. This 
motion was amended by the board 
to read “if it is considered legal,” 
and then passed. The only dis- 
sent was that of Bordenet. He felt 
that if the subject was to be pre- 
sented to the membership, it was 
preferable to consider it separate 
from the election of board mem- 
bers which usually dominates the 
annual meeting. 


The corporation will now pre- 
sumably seek a legal opinion from 
its counsel as to whether the GHI 
membership could pass binding de- 
cisions on GDC through the GHI 
board. ‘The stockholders of GDC 
are the GHI board members.

Parkway. The GHI board is the sole stockholder of GDC and last 
year elected itself as the board of GDC. 

Yet, this bloc contends that any directive by the GHI member- 
ship to the GHI board with respect to GDC is not binding. Ac- 
cording to this interpretation, then, the GDC board could do such 
fantastic things as give away the apartments, tear them down, sell 
them, take the proceeds and engage in new enterprises, etc. — all 

‘ without the approval of the membership. 

This is indeed strange business.

BUS SERVICE? 
To the Editor: 

Greenbelt’s express bus service 
problem still remains a mystery 
though a practical solution had 
been submitted to Mayor White and 

- the Council several weeks ago for 
final negotiation, by the Prince 
Georges County Citizens Public 
Transit Committee. 

This Committee cannot undestand 
why the Council has failed to com- 
plet final negotiations with the D. 
C. Transit Company and DC Met- 
ropolitan area Transit Commission 
in view of the successful efforts of 
this Committee in obtaining a fa- 
vorable offer of possible express 
bus service. 

The Council not only ignored this 
offer, but the City Manager opened 
talks recently with the WMA Tran- 
sit Company concerning bus ser- 
vice, utilizing Greenbelt Road and 
Route 1. This route has long been 
rejected by commuters as being too 
slow and expensive. For that rea- 
son, a Citizens Transit Committee 
was organized to bring fast express 
bus service into Greenbelt, utilizing 
the Parkway. 

The Prince Georges County Public 
Transit Committee was initially or- 
ganized over.a year ago under the 
name of Greenbelt Citizens Public 
Transit Committee. Its purpose 
was to bring fast express bus ser- 
vice to NASA and Greenbelt, utili- 
zing the Parkway. The efforts of 
this Committee attracted the at- 
tention of nearby communities. Ci- 
tizen groups from Hollywood and 
Berwyn contacted this Committee 
requesting permission to work with 
us as they were dissatisfied with 
their Route I service and wanted 
fast express service, utilizing Green- 
belt Road and the Parkway. 


The Committee enlarged its ef- 
forts and changed its name from 
the Greenbelt Citizens Public Tran- 
sit Committee to the Prince Georges 
County Citizens Public Transit 
Committee. It has received the 
official endorsement of the Berwyn 
Citizens Association and the Lake- 
wood Citizens Association of Green- 
belt. 

The Committee failing in repeated 
efforts to stir a spark of interest 
from any official source decided 
that a strictly private citizen effort 
would be necessary to bring this 
objective to a successful conclusion. 
Without any official recognition 
and more “damned than blest” the 
Committee went to work. NASA 
officials also were contacted and 
gave the Committee wholehearted 
support. 

The Committee, NASA and Mayor 
White met with the DC Metropoli- 
tan Transit Commission and DC 
Transit Company on September .6, 
1962. As a result of this meeting, 
the Transit Company held a cost 
and schedule survey of the desired 


route which produced a favorable 
report. ‘ 

At the time of this meeting, the 
Transit Committee requested a $.50 
fare per ride with DC transfer 
privilege and a 45 minute schedule 
from Greenbelt to 19th & Consti- 
tution Avenue. The Transit Com- 
pany Representative» felt that the 
fare would have to be $1.00 a ride 
to insure a profit. The route sur- 
vey, however, revealed this cost 
to be in the vicinity of $.60 per ride 
with a 42 minute schedule. This 
shows that the Committee had stu- 
died this problem and went to 
this meeting prepared. 

This Transit. Committee has suc- 
cessfully completed its job honest- 
ly and in good faith at an expense 
of effort, time and money all of its 
own. We expect no “hurrahs” or 
even “thank yous” for our civic 
effort, but we did expect to see 
the job fiinished by those in au- 
thority to conclude final negotia- 
tion. Had this Committee received 
the necessary negotiation authority, 
Greenbelt would have express bus 
service by now.

Commentary

The time is rapidly approach- 
ing when the members of GHI 
will have to stand up and fight 
for themselves and their cor- 
poration or they will surely for- 
feit everything they have work- 
ed to build up during the past 
ten years. At their meeting 
last Thursday, the Board of 
Directors displayed a fine dis- 
regard for the mood and tem- 
per of the members by refusing 
to schedule a special member- 
ship meeting called for by a 
petition. They decided. instead 
to discuss the problem involved 
in the petition at the annual 
meeting in May, but only “if it 
is legal.” In taking this action 
they challenged the concept that 
the GHI members may direct 
the GHI Board to instruct the 
GDC Board to reverse its re- 
cent decision to charge the 
News Review “rent” for its 
basement office space. 


Now all this may sound com- 
plicated and mysterious to some 
GHI members, so Iet me explain 
that the GDC Board members 
are themselves GHI Board 
members. GDC is the Green- 
belt Development Corporation, 
a subsidiary of GHI, which was 
set up to administer the apart- 
ment houses. Thus, the same 
people who were elected to 
their positions by the members 
of GHI to direct the various af- 
fairs of our corporation also 
direct the affairs of our sub- 
sidiary corporation. Theoreti- 
cally this insures that the 
policies and principles adopted 
by the members of GHI to 
govern the conduct of the GHI 
Board also prevail generally 
with respect to the conduct of 
the GDC Board. 

This very important concept 
of membership control is now, 
in effect, being scuttled by some 
members of the GDC Board who 
have arrogantly decided, in ef- 
fect, that they have no res- 
ponsibility to the GHI members, 
but that they are responsible 
only to themselves for the con- 
duct of GDC affairs. It seems 
to me that this is a direct con- 
tradiction of the principles up- 
on which our corporation was 
founded, and an insult to our 
members which should not be 
tolerated if we wish to preserve 
the integrity of our organiza- 
tion. 

Members of GHI may _ well 
ask how this state of affairs 
has come about, and what they 
can do about it. The answers 
are not easy. It is obvious that 
a four-man bloc, consisting of 
Comproni, Helm, Morrison and 
Cherry, have split with the rest 
of the Board of GDC (and 
GHI). They are pursuing a 
course of action which in my 
opinion is, at the very least, 
questionable, and possibly seri- 
ously detrimental to the wel- 
fare of GHI. I further believe 
that the consequences of some 
of the proposals they have ex- 
pounded would have far-reach- 
ing effects upon the stability of 
our corporation, even to the ex- 
tent of gravely undermining our 
financial integrity and endan- 
gering the very structure of our 
organization. The results could 
be disastrous, I think, particu- 
larly to those of us who have 
our life-savings wrapped up in 
our homes. In the circumstan- 
ees, the members of GHI have 
an obligation to themselves and 
to the corporation. They must 
jealously guard and _ protect i 
their right to exercise control 
over the Board, for if the wall 
of “membership control” is ever 
breached, then it is the begin- 
ning of the end.

WEEKDAY KINDERGARTEN 
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New 12-Man Recreation Board 
To Include Teen Responsibilities 


By Al Skolnik 
A resolution and ordinance establishing a new Recreation Ad- 
visory Board to take over the duties and responsibilities of the 
present Recreation Advisory Committee and the Teen Club Advi- 
sory Board were introduced for first reading at the Monday, March 


18, meeting of city- council. 

The proposed ordinance calls for 
a board of 12 members who shall 
be responsible through its chair- 
man, along with the Recreation 
Department, for supervising all 
receipts and_ disbursements of 
the Teen Club and for assisting in 
the maintenance of financial records. 
The chairman is given the authori- 
ty to countersign all checks is- 
sued by the Teen Club Treasurer. 

These proposals follow closely 
the recommendations made to the 
city council by the Recreation Ad- 
visory Committee. The latter was 
asked, in the wake of the mass 
resignation of the Teen Club Ad- 
visory Board, to submit a report 
on the relationship of the various 
advisory groups to each other and 
to the recreation program. 

The report was discussed at an 
executive session with council on 
Wednesday, March 13. Agreement 
was reached at that time to repeal 
Ordinances 407 and 477 which es- 
tablished a Teen Club Advisory 
Board and to assign its advisory 
duties to a newly constituted Rec- 
reation Advisory Board © which 
would have its membership ex- 
pended from 10 to 12 members. 

Passage Delayed 

A motion by Councilman Ben 
Goldfaden to suspend the rules 
and pass both the resolution and 
ordinance on Monday night was 
defeated by the negative votes of 
councilmen Tom Canning and Dave 
Champion. The latter two felt 
that this move to abolish the Teen 
Club Advisory Board had not been 
given sufficient publicity and that 
the matter should lay over for two 
weeks to give the public a chance 
to express its views. 

Champion stated that he was 
ready to expand the Advisory 
Committee to 12 members and to 
give the chairman the power to 
countersign Teen Club checks, but 
he was not yet convinced that the 
Teen Club Board should be abolish- 
ed. 

Goldfaden stated that he could 
not understand Champion’s posi- 
tion, since it was his impression

that all the councilmen attending 
the executive session, including 
Champion, had approved the new 
arrangement. Walter Dean, chair- 
man of the Recreation Advisory 
Committee, stated that he hesitated 
to take on the responsibility of 
countersigning checks until an or- 
dinance was passed giving him 
such powers. 
Detailed Provisions 

The proposed change provides 
that the members of the present 
Recreation Advisory Committee 
will continue to serve as mem- 
bers of the new Recreation Ad- 
visory Board until May 1963 when 
the council makes its regular an- 
nual appointments. A member 
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of the Advisory Board will sit in 
on the Youth Center Replacement 
Fund special committee in place of 
the Teen Club Advisory Board 
member. 

The new proposed ordinance 
clearly specifies that the super- 
vision, operation, and direction of 
the Greenbelt Youth Center and 
the programs conducted therein 
will be a function of the Green- 
belt Recreation Department. The 
Advisory Board will provide gui- 
dance and advice to the city coun- 
cil, city manager, and recreation 
director on ways of developing and 
improving the overall recreation 
program in the city of Greenbelt. 

In its report, the Recreation Ad- 
visory Committee stressed its con- 
viction that the purpose of its 
group is solely advisory, especial- 
ly since the city has a salaried 
recreation staff. It recommend- 
ed that the Recreation Director 
should review with the city mana- 
ger the current operation of the 
Teen Club program and make any 
necessary adjustments with res- 
pect to such things as line of au-

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Commissioner F, Lastner 
Refutes Grand Jury Report 


A reply to criticism that “there 
appears to be an inherent weak- 
ness in the administration of the 
County Government,” (made on 
Tuesday in the report of the Oc- 
tober term of the County Grand 
Jury) was issued on Wednesday 
by County Commissioner Chairman 
Frank J. Lastner. 


In his statement, the head of 
the County’s governing adminis- 
trative board said he was “some- 
what disappointed in. that this 
Grand Jury saw fit to criticize 
areas where correction has already 
been made. 


“Many of their criticisms had 
merit,” Mr. Lastner said, conceding 
that “periodic appraisals of this 
County government by Grand Jur- 
ies is a regular and constructive 
practice in Prince Georges County. 
But”, he continued, “in virtually 
evary instance the Board of County 
Commissioners and its department 
heads had recognized these weak- 
nesses and already acted publicly 
to correct them.” 


The Grand Jury, in its conclu- 
sion of a lengthy report on all de- 
partments of County government, 
gained from questioning almost 
300 witnesses over a_ three-week 
period, had said, “From the obser- 
vation and testimony presented to 
the Grand Jury there appears to 
be an inherent weakness in the 
administration of the County gov- 
ernment. There is an obvious lack 
of coordination between the var- 
ious departments. Duties and re- 
sponsibilities are either not known 
or not understood. Reports are not 
made or apparently not required. 
This is a problem for which the 
County Commissioners must hear 
the ultimate responsibility.” 

Mr. Lastner struck back at this 
by saying, “Particularly in the 
area of ‘an obvious lack of co- 
ordination between the various de- 
partments’ has the Board been 
working, and earlier this month 
announced that a qualified admin- 
istrative assistant to the Board of 
Commissioners would be reporting 
for work very soon. I expect that 
be able 
to begin his very important duties 
the week of the 25th of this month. 
7 feel that Mr. Bogley will do much 
to improve coordination between 
our various departments, and be 
an administrative . asset to the 
County in many areas.” 

The Grand Jury report had said 
that the County Service Building 
at Hyattsville is “very much over- 
erowded and cramped for space... 
General conditions were poor.” 

In reply to this, Mr. Lastner 
said, “We recognize conditions in 
the County Service Building in Hy- 
attsville are overcrowded .,. . The 
Board has already announced that 
groundbreaking is planned the lat- 
ter part of April, weather permit- 
ting, for an $300,000 expansion of 
the facility which will not only 
relieve the present unsatisfactory 
condition but will provide facilities 
for some time in that populous 
northern end of our County.”

George Adams, of 46-D Ridge,

tion in May by all members. Other 
names under consideration were 
Bob Dressel, Aileen Newman, Jim 
Fahl and Sol Hoke. SBesides the 
slate, candidacies by petition are 
now in order, requiring ten mem- 
ber signatures. 

Principal discussion was on a 
proposal by management, still un- 
decided by the Board, to cut costs 
about $12,000 a year by skipping 
the Co-op’ Newsletter every other 
week.

Further questioning groped for 
the relationship of other facts and 
other costs to improve co-op busi- 
ness, whether 1) by measures to 
develop member initiatives, includ- 
ing a better Newsletter, or 2) by 
measures for more appealing quali- 
ty and price, or 3) by revision of 
conventional advertising, with 
special emphasis onwhat evidence 
there is of return upon high cost 
for the “Post” and “Star” ads.

County Library Budget 
Request for $1.2 Million 


Prince George County Memorial 
Library has requested $1,218,728 
for the year ending July 1, 1964, 
Miss Elizabeth B. Hage, director, 
announced. 


; Nearly one-third of this amount 
is needed to operate the county’s 
first regional library scheduled to 
Open next fall at Adelphi and 
Toledo Roads in Hyattsville. 


Another $336,000 is needed for 
books and related materials. The 
volumes, 7,775 recordings, and 214 
‘educational films available for 
circulation. 


At the start the regional library 
‘will contain nearly 100,000 volumes, 
though plans call for doubling the 
collection eventually. 


The budget calls for a $74,860 
outlay for equipment. This _ in- 
cludes purchase of a bookmobile 
to replace a 10-year-old vehicle, 
microfilm readers and copying 
machines for the regional and new 
book stacks and additional furni- 
ture for all 11 branches. 


Salaries and wages for the library 
staff total $657,112. 

The amount asked from the coun- 
ty for operating costs is $991,015, 
said Miss Hage; other sources of 
revenue listed in the budget re- 
quest are federal aid, $7,008; state 
aid, $215,705; miscellaneous, $5,000.

IT’S THE LAW 


City Ordinance #375 Sec. 9A 
—The speed limits in the pub- 
lic streets within the corporate 
limits of the city of Greenbelt 
shall be 25 mph except on State 
maintained or controlled roads 
or except where otherwise mar- 
ked and no person shall operate 
a motor vehicle at a speed in 
excess of 25 mph. 

City Ordinance #301 — Gam- 
es, where-in balls or other mis- 
sles are batted or kicked, are 
prohibited in parks, streets, or 
other posted places except in 


officially designated athletic 
fields. 
City Ordinance #458 — It 


shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, without first obtaining a 
permit in writing from the City 
Manager, to own, keep, harbor 
or have custody of any animal 
over 3 months of age except 
that this ordinance shall not ap- 
ply to the keeping of aquatic 
and amphibious animals sole- 
ly as pets. 

Be it further ordained that 
dogs, cats and other animal pets 
shall be confined, at all times, 
to the premises of their own- 
ers except when under the im- 
mediate and effective control of 
a responsible person. 


A permit, if’ revoked, shall be 
valid for one year from date of 
issue. A new permit shall be 
obtained each year by every 
owner and a new fee paid.

Annual Ambulance Club Drive March 1 to March 31 


For a minimum fee of $3.65 a year, only a penny a day, we 
offer you and your family complete Ambulance Service. This in- 
cludes first-aid treatment, transportation and all emergency services 
that can be expected of first-aid and rescue crews. All transportation 
is within a 40-mile radius of Greenbelt. Any transportation out- 
side of this area will have to be charged for on a mileage basis, and 


with prior arrangements. 


We carry more than the necessary minimum equipment required 
by the Prince Georges County Rescue Squad Association, of which 


we are members. 


We have two ambulances, completely equipped, well-trained 


crews, arid careful drivers. 


Our first aid men are well trained in first aid procedures, and 
several men are trained in emergency room practice, which teaches 
them the things expected when a person is taken to the hospital. 


A call for help has never gone unanswered. We are connected 
by radio with every fire department and rescue squad in Prince 
Georges County, and any special equipment we need is available in 


a very short time. 


We do not ask if you have made a donation to our Ambulance 
Club when we answer a call. We do ask this question during the 


run, but only for our records. 


In the District of Columbia, the lowest cost for an ambulance 


is $15.00, per call, but we offer unlimited service for $3.65 for a year. 


If you live in Greenbelt and you must call a taxi for transpor- 
tation to the nearest hospital, the charge will be almost as much 


as we ask for service for a year. 


Another advantage in having our service is that we cut all red 
tape in hospitals, going right into the emergency rooms without 


having to stop to fill out forms, wait in line or answer a lot of ques- 


tions. 


We do ask, however, that in case of sickness, that the doctor 
be called first, and if a trip to the hospital is necessary, the doctor 


can make all necessary arrangements. 


For routine transportation, arrangements should be made at 
least 24 hours ahead of time, so a crew can be lined up, and the siren 


need not be blown for this purpose. 


Any time when both of our ambulances are on calls, our mutual- 
aid program in Prince Georges County allows us to make arrange- 
ments with near-by companies to fill in for us by having an am- 


bulance stationed in Greenbelt, or to have them called when necessary.
